Not only was this sentiment observed 
imonar the civilians, nut aiiKUig tho officers 
and men of HorMajosty'snavy, who were in- 
defatigable in their efforts to pay a fitting 
tribute to the memory of the Queen in 
her fiftieth year of accession to the throne 
of the grandest nation on the globe. Tho 
parade grounds .wore outlined by flags 
placed at intervals around a large square 
inclosed on one side by a rope to keep 
back the throng of spectators, and long 
before the arrival of the military eveiy 
available point of observation was taken.

TUE SIIAM FlUlIT. 

The column -having been again formed 
the troops were marched off to take up 
their po.sitio!is for the event of flie day - 
tlie long-looked for shani-tiglit. .\company 
of seamen, under Connnauder .Simpson, 
together with the Victfiria rifles under 
Capt. Wollacott marched to the summit 
of the lull and took up their position in 
the trenches to defend the three guns 
which were mounted there. The rest 
marched down to the foot of Cook street 
and took up their position in rear of tho 
woods. After a short pause a signal gun 
was fired and the leading companies of 
each half battalion were thrown out as a

As the attack- 
ing force cleared the woods a determined 
Btaiul was made by the defending force 
and volley after volley was exchanged in 
rapid succession, the field guns of the 
naval brigade keeping up a ste.idy roar so 
admirably were they served. 

THE A.S^SAULT. 

The defenders were closely pressed, and 
the volunteers haying driven them out of 
the clump of trees on the right of their 

lino they were forced to retire and take 
refuge in the entrenched position on the 
hill. -Across llie ojieii ami up to the foot 
of the hill the invaders gradually forced 
their way, when an imaginarj- charge of 
the defender's cavalry being about to take 
place rallying aquares were formed and 
several vollfys having been jioiired into the 
cavalry the attack was suppust-il to be 
driven off. Tho lighting line v.as again 
thrown out, but owing to the hotness of 
the fire from the defences it was found 
necessary to bring up reinforcements to 
the line.

So quick- 
ly are the Martini rifles loaded the naval 
brigade was. enabled to keep a continual 
blaze along their lines, but ^e volunteers 
having the Snider rifles could not keep 
up with them. 

THE CHARGE. 

The position having been thoroughly pej)-

The brigades were then formed in ijuar- 
ter column and wheeled round to the sa- 
luting base.

With an 
agilitj' at once bewildering and 
surpriaing on tho order "retire" being 
given to the battery as it advanced. wli;it 
was tho most perfect of order suddenly 
changed into seemingly inextricable con- 
fusion as the nimble crews swept round 
at the double, bringing guns and limbera 
after them tia though made of tin; and 
presently the guns were going in the op 
posite direction, once more in perfect or- 
der. But what waa more a.stonistiing was 
the almost incredible shortness of the 
time in whiohj on the supposed disable- 
ment of the gun carri.igo, the gun was 
dismounted, the carriage Ijikon to pieces 
and guns, wheels, carriages and every- 
thing piled on the gun limber and 
safely carted to the rear.

P.\>AMA C.4.\AL TROUBLES. 

Many conflicting rumors and st,ateinent3 
have been received from the Isthmus of 
Panama concerning the present and fu- 
ture of the canal, and out of them it has 
beeii all but iinp.>.saiMo to sift the truth. 
The dithculty has been that all these re- 
ports were tinged with prejudices for or 
agamat the caiud, depending upon whether 
they emanated from the friends of De 
Lesseps or from his enemies. But now 
there conies a statement from Lieutenant 
Rogers of the United States navy which 
may be considered reliable. Lieutenant 
Rogers was detailed to accompany Charles 
De Lesseps, vice-president of the canal 
company, on his tour to inspect the works 
and arrange with the contractors for the 
prosecution of the enterprise. The trip 
coinmencod nii March lOth ami lasted 
seventesfi days, during which time Lieu- 
tenant Rogers saw every foot of the canal, 
talked with contractors and laborers, and 
had every opportunity to form a correct 
estimate of the prorabilities of success. 
He says, as to the amount of work, that 
the estimated total excavation fcr the 
canal is placed at 105,0'.t0,000 cubic met- 
ers. Out of this the amount completed is 
31,920,000 cubic meters, leaving 73,170,- 
000 cubic meters to be excavated. He is 
cf opinion that the most uncertain prob- 
lem 18 the time it will take to complete the 
work at the Culebra mountain. He says

LoNDO.s. .lune 21.- The press is re- 
quested to slate that the number of con- 
gratulatory telegrams from public bodies 
and private individuals is so overwhelm- 
ingly large that it is impossible to answer 
them individually. The Queen is greatly 
touched and gratified by such expressions 
of loyalty and devotion from all classes of 
her subjects. On the advice of Lord Salis- 
bury jubilee hoiior.i will be conferred on 
several liberal-unionists, and new peers 
will be created in honor of the jubilee, in- 
cluding Sir William Armstrong, J as. Mc- 
Nighton, McGarel Hogg and Rt. Hon. 
Geo. Selftter Booth. 

The Paris Jmu nal it,- IMnitf^, in an ar- 
ticle on the jubilee celebration, says all 
our peo[)le cordially envy Englishmen and 
would give a great deal could we ever bo 
what thi^y are to-day a peojile mad with 
joy and happiness. Thia universal hom- 
age is j)aid not only to a i(ueeii but to a 
woman wlio has given example of great 
virtues. Her infiu^nce has been great 
and salutary, and as to her great merits in 
using her prerogative for the public weal, 
she never has been tempted to strain its 
exercise. 

The Berlin I'n^t says what makes Ger- 
many a syiiiiiathotio onlooker in the jubi- 
lee ia the events which crowd the half 
century. This is it period of great im- 
portance in the world's history, not only 
for Englishmen but for the whole civilized 
world. The English people will feel they 
have great reason f«r i/ratitudo which can- 
not better bo expressed than by more and 
more far-sighted and resolute facing of the 
great and inevitable tasks of the future. 
The tir^t day of the 61st reign of Queen 
Victoria opens with perfect summer vea- 
ther. Thousand.? (jf jieoplo who yesterday 
selected locations along the route of t.o- 
day's procession, in order to retain them 
occupied them all night. Streams of car- 
riages and pedestrians poured constantly 
all night through the city in all directions 
towaras the west end. At 9 o'clock the 
line of route was one nuiss of i>ooplo. 
EveiTbody, despite the discomfort and 
crowding nianifested, wa.s in good humor. 
The scene at Westminster Abbey was most 
brUliant ; e\ ery seat was filled and every 
personage present was distinguished. It 
seems as if every locality in the world had 
sent one or more of its represenUitivo 
peraontiges to do honor to the Queen. 
There never was probably in modern times 
aBseuibh'd under one roof an audience so 
well or so brilli:uitly arranged. Every man 
was entitled to wi^ar a uniforiu or docora- 
ti(ui, and had both on. When the audi- 
ence wa.s all sealed the scene presented 
was indiscribalile. 

When the .Marquis of Salisbury and 
Mr. (Hailstone eiiti-red Westminster Ab- 
bey they were both loudly cheered. Many 
of the lords and ladies were so anxious to 
secure their jMisitioiiH that they came 
without brrakl'asling. It was a strange 
siglit to sc-c tlaska and sandwiches ex- 
changed in the crowd liy numberless aris- 
tocnits unable to withstand the hunger or 
thirst. This business, when added to the 
Imm, at times seemed irreverent, even on 
.liibiieo diiy in Westminster. The line of 
the procession from Buckingliam Palace 
to Westminster ,A.l)bey was as follows; 
From the "pahice portals along Con- 
stitution Hill, Piccadilly Regent 
street, Waterloo Place, Pall Mall, East 
Cockapur, Northumberland avenue, 
Thames Embankment, Bridge street to 
Abliey, The line of Kuite was kept by 
nearly 10,tKXJ troopa, representing all 
branches of the service, in addition to six 
huinlred boys from the naval training 
ships, who tvero drawn up at the base of 
Nelson's monument. In addition thou- 
sands of police, mounted and on foot, 
were on duty. The jKirticular feature at 
the palace was that the two services were 
eipially honored. The guar.ls lined one 
side of the roadway at Buckingham gates 
anil on the other side sailors were posted. 
The same was also represented in like 
manner at the entrance to Westminster 
Abbey. The first royal procession was 
composed of Indian princes. Punctually 
at 11:15 a. the Queen, in an open 
carriage, emerged from the [lalace gates. 
At sight of her thousands of voices lifted 
up their applause, being accomfianied by 
music. Many military bands were sta- 
tioned at the front of the palace. The 
Queen did not wear state robes, but was 
dressed in black. Her carriage was drawn 
by eight ponies. The Prince of Wales, 
Duke of Edinburgh, Duke of Connaiight, 
her sons; Crown Prince Imperial of Ger- 
many, Maripiis of Lome, Prince Christian 
of SchloBwig-Holstein, and Prince Henry 
of Battenburg,her sons-in-law; and Prince 
Albert Victor and Cieorge of Wales, 
Prince .Alfred of Edinburgh and Prince 
William of Prussia, her gnmdsons, arrived 
in full unifoim, besides the Queen's 
body guard. '\Vhen the people at 
the pa^ce gates had shouted them- 
selves hoarse, the cheering continued: 
"Long life to the Prince and Princess of 
Wales." The Queen as she left the pal- 
ace seemed to be in excellent spirit*, and 
she smiled and bowed graciously to the 
people on every side. The Queen's car- 
ria"e was a large one, chocolate color, 
wheels red, and royal arms in gold em- 
blazoned on the panel. Red morrocco 
harness used for the horses which were 
otherwise decorated with royal blue rib- 
bon. .\11 the servants wore st.-ite liveries 
of scarlet and gold. The other carriages, 
containing the menibera of the royal fam- 
ily, were of gorgeous character. The pro- 
cession slowly luade its way until Welling- 
ton arch was reached. Then the first 
introduction to London .streets ensued. 
Emerging from Wellington arch, the first 
to greet the Queen was the convalescent 
patients and others at St. George's hos- 
pitiil, which was packed from basement to 
roof, seats having been erected for many 
thousand over the roof of the hospital. 

It was not imtil Devonshire House was 
reached that the Queen realized the grand 
preparations that had been made to greet 
her. Here the Marquis of Hartington 
had a sparaous gallerjr erected, from 
which hundreds of gaily dressed ladies 
waved their handkerchiefs and vheered 
the Queen from this point to Westmin- 
ster Abbey. Every point of advantage 
being seized by contractors to fix seats, 
shop fronts and first floors were rented at 
from twenty pounds to sixty pounds each, 
and in some cases more. A St. James 
Church one thousand children were seated 
and sang God Save the Queon. On reach- 
ing Regent circus, where six main streets 
converge, the sight was a memorable one, 
the streets being all splendidly decorated. 
Many Anioricttna had secured seats at 
palatial commercial establishments at 
Watsrlooplaceandjoinodintheenthusiaain 
as warmly as English. In Trafalgar square 
nothing but beads were to be seen. Tlie 
crowd here was tremendous, completelv 
eclipsing any that had asaoinbled^j^ --^^^^ 
politic! gatherings of recen^,^p^g^ ^j^^ 
when the massive procg- profession was 
Thames einbank;j^jiy,,g 
indescrilyt occupied by j>ubiic gaixiens, 
wha'and galleries had been erected. The 
ground floor of the Abbey was concealed 
by a lofty grand stand called St. Mar- 
garets, seats on which sold for five guineas 
each. 

On the piocessiou Hearing the Abbey 
troops saluted, guns were fired, bells of 
the churches rang out meny peals, and 
flags were run up. Cheering began and 
continued till the Queen pjissed in at the 
west door. -After passing through 
the vestibule Her Majesty was con- 
ducted to the grand dais under 
Lantean tower. She was surrounded by 
thirty-two members of the royal family. 
The scene in the Abbey ivhen the Queen 
entered was dazzling. Ten thousand peo- 
ple were seated. They all rose. Women 
discarded wraps and revealed in full splen- 
dor their \m\xif ftnd »ttire. Threp galler- 



ies were built in the Abbey with seats for 
ton thousand. Peers and their wives were 
seated in the south transept, ambassadors 
and diplomatic corps were seated to the 
right and left, and peers and members of 
the house of commons were placed in the 
north transept for members of the reign- 
ing family. 

Members of the royal families of 
Europe, etc, were within the conununion^ 
rails; all great learned societies and cor- 
porations were represented, while notables 
of law, science, art and agriculture and 
workingmen's representsitives from all 
parts of the kingdom had seats. The 
Queen was evidently profoundly impressed 
with the scene. She was noticeably pale 
when she reached the raised dais. She 
soon, however, recovered and regained the 
bright and pleasant aspect she had borne 
all the morning.

viuce. * account of the celebration of 
the Queen's .lubUee the examination took 
))lace a week earlier than usual and in 
order further to mark this circumstance 
the room was nicely decorated by the 
teacher and pupils with a wre:itli and 
vases of dowers, gathered by them from 
the moiinUiin sides in the neighborhood. 
The examination began at 10 o'clock and 
embraced the entire course of subjects 
apjiointed for x^ublic schools. The black- 
boards lining the walls at one end of the 
room showed three or four very credit- 
able specimens of free hand drawing and 
the production of map drawings handed 
round for inspection deserved eoiiimend- 
ation for neatness and accuAcy. 

The examination was attended by the 
trustees of the school, Mr. .Stevenson, 
Mr.Seward and ^li. Loring, who all ihree 
took part in helping Mr. Gilhes, the 
teacher, to question the pupils. Fourteen 
other visitors were present, parents and 
relations of the scholars and other inhabit- 
ants of Lytton interested in the school 
and the indefatigable work of the teacli- 
er. The Rev. H. Siiikll, one the Lytton 
Indian mission priests, was present and 
took part in the examination. Mr. Ed- 
ward Pearson, .I..P., from Boston Bsr, 
who was in town came to put down 
his name in the book ' and stay as long 
as his engagements allowed him. 
No one jiresent could have failed to notice 
the readiness of the answers given in 
mental arithmetic, especially by Arthur 
B. Buie, who obtained the card of merit 
for general proficiency. Keces of original 
comiiosition were read by two of the elder 
scholars. Amongst the recitations that 
given by Frank Stevenson, one of the 
younger pupils, was delivered with clear- 
ness and spirit. 

The answers given in history and geo- 
graphy were satisfactory, with the excep- 
tion of one or two who, perhaps, through 
nervousness, seemed to be not quite clear 
about the months and seasons of the year. 

The general character of the exAiniua- 
tion indicated that both teacher and 
scholars had their liearts in their work, 
and that real pains had been bestowetl 
upon it during the past months. 

At the close of the examination both 
visitors and children were regaled with 
oranges and candies procured for them 
'oy the kindly efforts of Mrs. Stevenson, 
who wished the year of the J ubilet; to be 
marked in this way, and obtained the 
help of some of the trownsfolk. Before 
the breaking up Mr. Gillies made refer- 
ence to some signs of encouragement 
which the past year had produced. 
Though only two names had been added 
to the register the average attendance had 
risen from 13.12 to 15.66, and the aiSiool 
had received 87 visits as compared with 
61 of last year. 

At his request the Rev. R. Small dis- 
tributed the cards of merit provided by 
the department; that for deportment to 
Arthur Thomas Seward; for regularity 
and punctuality to Frank Maxwell Steven- 
son, and for general proficiency to Arthur 
Brander Buie. 

After giving three cheers for Mrs. 
Stevenson, Mr. Gillies, and the Queen, 
the school broke up for the holidays. 

TUH KF.VELSTOKE SCHOOL. 

The half-yearly examination of this 
hool took place on the 17th inst., and 
as attended by the trustee.^, the parents 
f the children, and many others who take 
an interest in the school. 

The exercises consisted of recitations, 
reading, dialogues, singing, etc. , in all of 
which the pupils showed considerable pro- 
ficiency, and which everybody present en- 
joyed very" much, and expressed their 
satisfaction at the progress of the school. 
Then followed the distribution of prizes. 
The provincial card of merit for proficiency 
was won by Florence McAlpine, for punc- 
tuality and regularity, by (ieorge Cabin, 
for deportment, by George Keyes. 

Mr. J. F. Hume presented a handsome 
album to the pupU who obtained the 
highest number of marks during the term. 
Dr. McAlpine presented a book to each 
pupil in the school. IMr. Lobb, Mr. J.B. 
Kerr, Mr. George Kerr, Mr. Teetzel, Mr. 
Delaney and Mc. Hall made presentations 
of various articles as pocket knives, silk 
handkerchiefs, pictures, photographic 
scenes, scent bottles, etc., whioh-fifledrthe 
hearts of the school child-, on of Bevelstoke 
with doiiglit. Kvon Mjacher was not 
forgotten. , , . , , 

jyjj. v'- IJrown, chairman of the 
^^h'^i board occupied the chair and dis- 
tributed the prizes to the successful pupils. 

A vote of thanks was unanimously ten- 
dered to the teacher. Miss McAlpine, for 
the efhciont nu»nner'in which the school 
was conducted.
